Big Labor Leaders Want 
Economy Pump-Priming Effort 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - In 
painting its bleakest economic picture 
yet, the API/-CIO says only “massive 
emergency measures” can prevent a 
depression and restore public con­ 
fidence in the government. 
‘‘The worst downward spiral since 
the 1930s is now feeding on itself,” 
AFIi-CIO leaders said in a lengthy 
statement which cited an “alarming 
drop” in industrial production and 
reductions in business investment. 
The labor federation said this 
resulted from a massive drop in 
purchasing power which brought 
consumer sales down to a level where 
it would require an increase of nearly 
$60 billion in the annual rate of after­ 
tax personal income just to get back to 
the prerecession level. 
Despite a modest shift in Federal 
Reserve Board policies, interest rates 
on longterm loans remain at near­ 
record peaks, the AF I/-CIO said in a 
policy statement adopted Thursday by

A fourth defendant, Robert C. 
Mardian, was sentenced to IO months 
to three years. 
All four men have said they would 
appeal and they were allowed to 
remain free without bond. 
Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
had been convicted of conspiring to 
obstruct justice, obstructing justice 
and multiple counts of lying under 
oath.

the 
beginning of an appeals process that 
might take two years or more to 
complete. All were expected to remain 
free most of that time. 
Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
were the highest-ranked officials of the 
Nixon administration to be charged 
and convicted in the affair. Former 
President Richard M. Nixon was cited 
as a co-conspirator, but was pardoned 
for any crimes without ever being 
indicted.

But the over-all increase in January 
consumer prices was only one-tenth of 
one per cent less than the December 
increase, indicating there has been 
only moderate relief for consumers 
from the nation’s rampant rates of 
inflation. 
But one government economist said 
it was time for the declining prices at 
wholesale level to begin showing up in 
retail prices, especially for food. 
He said farm prices have declined 13 
per cent in the past year, including a 
2.2 per cent drop in January alone.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Faced with 
loss of highly trained crewmen to 
civilian life, the Navy has started giv­ 
ing the men on its missile-firing 
submarines a respite ashore during 
their 60-day submerged patrols. 
Pentagon sources said Thursday 
that the brief vacations will not leave 
targets in the Soviet Union uncovered 
because only one or two submarines 
will come off patrol at any time. Other 
subs will remain in firing position. 
The 
Navy 
never 
before 
has 
authorized any interruptions in the 60- 
day underwater patrols since the first 
Polaris submarines went on station in 
the Atlantic more than 14 years ago. 
The missile subs have been kept 
submerged throughout their patrols to 
hide their locations from possible 
detection by the Soviet navy or Soviet 
aircraft. 
The Pentagon refuses to say how 
many of the fleet of 41 submarines 
normally are on station in the Atlantic 
and Pacific, each armed with 16 
Polaris or Poseidon missiles pointed at 
targets in Russia and China. However, 
the Navy indicated a few years ago 
that about half the force was kept in 
firing position at any given time. 
Pentagon sources said the new 
policy allowing interruptions in the 
submarine patrols has two aims — to 
relieve the dullness of the prolonged 
underwater cruises and to permit the 
missile-firing submarines to take part 
in antisubmarine warfare training 
with other fleet units. 
Some officials acknowledge that the 
main purpose is to improve the morale 
of the submarine crews and to give 
them a chance to be with their families 
briefly before going back on station.

Cleveland Men Stand 
Trial For Kidnapping 


A jury of 12 was seated Thursday 
morning and is continuing into the 
second day of testimony in the cases 
against Avery McFarland and Jerome 
Henderson. The two men from 
Cleveland, are charged with four 
counts each. They allegedly kidnapped 
Stephen E. Clark at the roadside park 
near Sheppard Road, just south of the 
Franklin County line. 
Other charges against the two in­ 
clude aggravated robbery, theft, and 
misuse of a credit card. Henderson and 
McFarland were indicted by the first 
session of the January Grand Jury for 
these four charges. 
Clark, a manager at the Kinney’s 
Shoe Store in a Chillicothe shopping 
center, was on his way north on Route 
23 when he stopped at the roadside 
park and fell asleep in his car. 
According to his testimony Thursday 
afternoon, the two defendants opened 
his car door and pointed a shotgun at 
him ordering to get “face down” in 
their vehicle. 
The prosecuting witness testified 
that he could not identify the vehicle 
but said it was a “dark colored, late 
model Buick”. 
The two defendants allegedly took 
Clark into Franklin County and let him 
out of the car. He testified that they 
had earlier told him they were going to 
“waste him”. 
Thomas Tootle represents Hen­ 
derson and McFarland and County 
Prosecutor Richard Gerhardt is 


presenting the case for the state ot 
Ohio. Gerhardt was still calling wit­ 
nesses for his case when the court 
called for a recess this morning.

In Eritrea 
Fearful 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) — 
About 60 Americans still in northern 
Ethiopia believe their lives will be in 
danger from the Eritrean guerrillas if 
Washington fills the 
Ethiopian 
government’s request for a big am­ 
munition airlift. 
The U.S. State Department con­ 
firmed this week that a request is 
being studied from Ethiopia’s ruling 
junta for more than $20 million worth 
of ammunition for the junta’s war 
against the Arab-financed Eritrean 
Liberation Front. 
Both American diplomats and 
civilians say they should be evacuated 
from Eritrea if the ammunition is sent. 
That would mean closing the U. S. Con­ 
sulate in Asmara, the besieged 
provincial capital, and the Kagnew 
military communications station just 
outside the city. 
About 200 Americans were flown out 
of Asmara soon after the guerrillas 
stepped up their 12-year-old war for 
independence and attacked the city at 
the beginning of the month. Forty to 50 
more have come down to Addis Ababa 
since then. 
Those remaining include ll U.S. 
Navy men and 30 civilian technicians 
at Kagnew, about IO consular officials 
and Marine guards, and eight 
missionaries at a hospital at Ginda, 
between Asmara and the Red Sea port 
of Massa wa. 
Some of the Kagnew men live at two 
station locations guarded by a handful 
of Ethiopian security officers. Others 
live in the walled consulate compound. 
The missionaries are in the middle of 
guerrilla country.

Walter R. Oxley, former chairman of 
the Sandusky County Republican 
Party for three decades, died Wed­ 
nesday after a lengthy illness. He was

Cyprus Issue 
Before Council 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Many diplomats predict that the 
United Nations Security Council will 
end its new Cyprus debate with a 
resolution renewing its call for the 
early withdrawal of the Turkish occu­ 
pation army and its support for the 
independence and territorial integrity 
of the island republic. 
The diplomats conceded, however, 
that the Turks hold most of the cards 
necessary to make the proclamation of 
a separate Turkish Cyrpiot state in 
northern Cyprus stick. 
They pointed out that the new state 
in the northern 40 per cent of Cyprus is 
protected by the military superiority 
of the 40,000-man Turkish occupation 
army. The 200,000 Greek Cypriots who 
lived in the occupied zone have fled 
south, and there is no longer a 
potential fifth column there. And the 
United States is no longer able to bring 
decisive influence to bear on the 
Turkish government in Ankara. 
Glafcos derides, the No. 2 man in 
the Greek Cypriot government in 
Nicosia, opened the debate Thursday 
with an appeal for the council to get 
Turkey to “fix a time” for withdrawal 
of its forces. 
derides said the proclamation of the 
Turkish Cypriot state will lead to the 
destruction of independent Cyprus. He 
and Greece’s U.N. ambassador, Denis 
Carryanis, charged that the Turks 
have violated all U.N. resolutions and 
forced their will at gunpoint. 
Vedat A. Celik came from Cyprus to 
speak for the Turkish Cypriots and told 
the council they will accept nothing 
less than separate federated Turkish 
and Greek Cypriot states. The Turkish 
troops will leave only “parallel with, 
or after” an agreement to that effect, 
he said. 
Celik accused Archbishop Makarios, 
the Greek Cypriot president of Cyprus, 
of ignoring the rights of the Turkish 
Cypriots throughout the 15-year life of 
the republic and of creating artificial 
tension to “influence the American 
Congress through the Greek lobby ... to 
cut off military aid to Turkey.”

Federal Welfare Grants 
Slashed By S 97.2 Million 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration has cut family welfare 
grants to the states by $97.2 million for 
the first quarter of this year in a 
continuing campaign against ineligible 
and overpaid recipients, it was learned 
today. 
Another massive reduction totaling 
millions of dollars is due in April, the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare said. The latest cuts come on 
top of the $61.7 million withheld during 
the last half of 1974. 
The cutbacks mean that states must 
either weed out more ineligible and 
overpaid recipients or dig into their 
state treasuries to pay welfare checks 
through March 31. 
The nationwide figures from HEW’s 
Social and Rehabilitation Service are 
contained in “working papers” which 
have not been released to the states. 
Each state has been told how much it is 
losing during the first three months of 
this year but that information has not 
been made public by state welfare 
departments in many cases. 
HEW said the amounts of the 
reductions are based on states’ 
estimates of how much they could save 
by correcting errors in the huge Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) program and additional 
penalties levied by Washington for 
failing to meet federal goals. 
New York was the big loser in the 
allocations for the first quarter. It was 
hit with what HEW called “im­ 
provements and adjustments” totaling 
$27 million. 
Other big reductions were $10.7 
million in Illinois, $9.5 million in 
Pennsylvania, 
$7.2 
million 
in 
California and $5 million in Ohio.

$3,800 From Bank 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Police say 
a well-dressed gunman about 50 years 
old escaped with $3,800 Thursday from 
a branch bank. 
They said the man entered the 
Merchants National Bank branch at 
5022 E. 62nd St. Thursday and ordered 
manager Anna Kuehn to have tellers 
“empty their cash drawers into a 
bag.” 
Witnesses said the man wore a dark 
trench coat and dark hat pulled low on 
his head. The getaway car abondoned 
a few blocks from the bank was stolen 
the day before. 
It was Indiana’s fifth bank robbery 
this year.

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Reserves Overstated 


Estimating 
undiscovered 
natural resource reserves is a 
chancy business at best Even 
with known reserves, the 
recoverable volume may be 
considerably different from 
initial estimates. 


When 
the 
reserves 
in 
question 
involve oil 
and 
natural gas—undoubtedly two 
of the most eagerly sought 
minerals 
these 
days—the 
room for misunderstandings 
increases. It is an essential 
part of any nation's goal of 
energy conservation that it 
have a good idea of the fuels 
which will be available to it 
over at least the short-term. 


In the case of the United 
States and its goal of energy 
self-sufficiency, 
petroleum 
and natural gas reserves 
within U.S. borders take on a 
special 
importance. 
If 
the 
volume 
is 
seriously 
overestimated, the shortfall 
could 
have 
serious 
repercussions. 


Thus, the opinion of a 
private scientific organization 
that official estimates of 
undiscovered fuel reserves are 
grossly 
overstated 
is 
important. A committee on 
mineral 
resources and the 
environment of the National 
Academy of Science believes 
official government estimates 
of 
undiscovered 
but 
recoverable 
oil 
and 
gas 
reserves may be several times 
too high. 


In the case of oil. the study 
p l a c e s 
m a x i m u m 
undiscovered reserves at 113 
billion barrels, compared with 
government 
estimates 
of 
between 200 and 400 billion 
barrels. The committee places 
undiscovered gas reserves at 
530 trillion cubic 
feet, 
as 
opposed 
to 
government 
estimates of between 990 and 
2,(KH) trillion cubic feet. 


Estimates of other private 
sources, including some of the 
major oil companies, 
also 


place 
recoverable 
and 
undiscovered 
reserves 
at 
considerably lower levels than 
estimates made by the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 
In its study, the National 
Academy of Science panel 
further estimates that 7o per 
cent of these resources may be 
in 
Alaska and the outer 
continental shelf. It would be 
extremely difficult to bring 
about a 
large increase in 
national production rates. 
The 
chairman 
of 
the 
academy's study, Dr. Brian J. 
Skinner of Yale University’s 
g e o l o g y 
d e p a r t m e n t , 
concluded: 
“ It 
is 
most 
unlikely 
that a 
substantial 
increase in production can 
ever be attained , even for a 
short time.” 
If so. that means even to 
approach the goal of national 
self-sufficiency by the mid- 
1980s will require far more 
s t r i n g e n t 
c o n s e r v a t io n 
measures than anything so far 
proposed.

Oil Price Rollback 
Studied By FEA

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Energy Administration may have to 
roll back some petroleum prices or 
direct rebates under a new decision by 
a special federal appeals court. 
In a 2-1 decision, the Temporary 
Emergency Court of Appeals has ruled 
that the FEA illegally allowed about 14 
per cent of U.S. oil production to be 
sold at free market prices for more 
than a year, when it should have been 
regulating the price. 
The decision applies to "new oil.” 
"Old oil,” brought into production 
before May 15, 1972, has remained 
under federal price controls with a 
ceiling set at $5.25 per barrel. New oil, 
found and pumped after May 15, 1972, 
has risen to around $11 a barrel, 
roughly matching prices imposed by 
the oil cartel. 
Consumers Union brought suit 
against FEA, claiming the price of 
new oil also should have been con­ 
trolled by FEA. The claim was 
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rejected by a federal district court 
whose decision was reversed Tuesday. 
FEA lawyers were still considering 
whether to appeal the decision on 
Wednesday and the final outcome of 
the case remained uncertain. 
But Peter H. Schuck, director of 
Consumers Union’s Washington office, 
said that if the decision stands his 
organization would ask the courts to 
require refunds to the public of any 
overcharges that may have occurred 
because of the FEA regulation. 
Schuck said that various FEA 
statements indicated a reasonable 
price for new oil might be between $7 
and $9 per barrel, instead of the 
unregulated price of about $11 per 
barrel. 
If FEA were to fix a price ceiling of 
$9 per barrel retroactive to Jan. 15, 
1974, for example, the total difference 
collected by the oil companies since 
then would already amount to nearly 
$1 billion and Schuck said the public 
ought to get it back. 
The potential refunds would grow 
even larger if FEA set a lower even­ 
tual ceiling price. 


Governm ent Gets 
Probe A uthority 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
tax investigators have been given 
broad authority by the Supreme Court 
to search bank records when seeking 
the identity of individuals involved in 
supicious transactions. 


The court ruled 7 to 2 Wednesday 
that the Internal Revenue Service has 
the right to issue a "John Doe” sum­ 
mons for bank records of transactions 
which suggest that an individual may 
have attempted to evade income taxes. 


Justices Potter Stewart and William 
O. Douglas issued a sharp dissent to 
the majority opinion, calling it "a 
breathtaking expansion of the sum­ 
mons power ... a sharp and dangerous 
detour from the settled course of 
precedent.” 


The decision grew out of a case in 
Kentucky where the Commercial Bank 
of Middlesboro refused to comply with 
a tax agent’s summons for records 
which would identify the depositor of 
$40,000 in old, worn $100 bills.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is there a famous heart specialist in 
my area? I think I have some heart 
trouble, even though my doctor tells 
me I don’t. 
Mr. S. S.,N.D. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
Your letter intrigued me because 
there are so many aspects of it that 
highlight an obviously poor com­ 
munication relationship with your own 
doctor. 
The fact that you believe you have 
heart disease has, of course, no 
diagnostic validity. Certainly, you 
cannot equate your "belief” in your 
own heart trouble with the vast ex­ 
perience of your own physician. 
Your doctor has a definite obligation 
to you. If there were the slightest 
evidence of heart trouble he would be 
obliged to tell you so and to establish a 
regime of treatment in order to keep 
you in good health. 
If you did have a complicated heart 
problem, your doctor undoubtedly 
would seek a consultative opinion from 
a heart specialist (not necessarily 
famous). 
Were you to seek out and go to a 
"fam ous” 
heart 
specialist 
you 


probably would be no more reassured 
by him than you are at the present 
time. 
Too often, patients like yourself 
believe that their doctor doesn’t listen 
to them. The doctor does listen, and 
does examine. Often the message that 
he tries to convey to the patient is lost 
because of the patient’s inability to 
“ hear.” 
When once an organic, or physical, 
heart ailment is ruled out by the ex­ 
cellent electronic devices that are now 
available, you can be sure that no 
heart trouble exists. However, your 
persistent fears and anxieties can be 
deeply ingrained in your psychological 
makeup. Unless you come to grips with 
this aspect of your problem you will 
not be able to thoroughly understand * 
why you do not accept your doctor’s 
opinion. 
Rather than bounce around from 
doctor to doctor, without obtaining the 
real relief you seek, an open and frank 
discussion with a psychologist or 
psychiatrist may give you better in­ 
sight into your psychological needs 
and make you more receptive to your 
doctor’s advice. 


4 Could Fly

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Flight has always enchanted me. 
The rest of the world, I realize, is 
accustomed to the sound of silver birds 
overhead. Not me. I shield my eyes 
and watch. 
I remember the first flight. It was a 
small Waco out of Newark Airport. A 
girl and I sat forward, behind a blurry 
propeller. The pilot, in leather helmet 
and goggles, sat behind us. "Got that 
safety belt on?" he yelled. I nodded. 
Our safety belts were not on. He flew 
the trembling moth above Broad and 
Market Streets and banked steeply. 
The girl fell against me and we began 
to slide out. I held onto the forward 
cowling with both hands. It required 
all my strength and some I didn’t have 
to keep from falling end over end into 
the heart of the city. 
Since that time, I have flown in 
almost every type of aircraft designed, 
and flew around the world twice. I 
made if off the carrier “ Midway” in an 
AD-4, and lifted sluggishly from a 
Texas field in a B-36 bomber, which 
had six propellers and four jet-assist 
engines. 
In all those years, I have met hun­ 
dreds of pilots. All were efficient, but 
the best of them were Dick Merrill, 
Bert Acosta, Charles A. Lindberg and 
Wiley Post — in that order. 
Aviation and M errill grew up 
together. He flew everything from the 
old Stearmans and Travelairs to the 
biggest jets. His ability to graft 
himself onto a plane and make himself 
a part of it is unmatched anywhere in 
the world. 
He married every captain’s chair he 
ever sat in. He could soothe and coax 
engines into doing things beyond their 
design. Once, a propeller came off and 
flew into the cockpit, killing the first 
officer instantly. Merrill knew that the 
one thing he could not afford was 
panic. The plane was brought to a 
routine landing. 
Now he is 80, as trim as a mid­ 
dleweight, and lives with his wife, the 
one-time motion picture star, Toby 
Wing, on an island near Miami. Not 
long ago he delivered an empty jumbo 
jet to Eastern Airlines in a flight from 
Los Angeles to Miami. It weighed 250 
tons, but he brought it across the 
country in record time and sat it down 
as though it was his personal property. 
I 
was 
a 
New 
York 
reporter 
specializing in aviation when I met 
Bert Acosta. He was a big gaunt man 
with straight Indian hair and square 
teeth like Clark Gable. Bert was an 
alcoholic. I spent two years trying to 
get him up on the wagon and his 
struggles almost knocked me off. 
A New 
York 
fireman 
built a 
homemade plane without a design kit. 
At Rossevelt Field No. 2, every pilot 
who looked at it knew by the fairing 
that it could not fly. The fireman of­ 


fered Bert Acosta $500 to get it off the 
ground once, fly around the field, and 
land. 
Acosta, who was short of sherry, 
looked at the plane and burst into 
laughter. He climbed in, got the engine 
going and, as pilots on the runway hid 
their eyes behind their hands, lum­ 
bered down the runway, lifted off, 
made a shaky turn, took it downwind, 
and brought it back onto the field. 
Thinking about it made him drink 
faster that night. And yet Bert, a great 
seat-of-the-pants pilot, died in bed. The 
Jewish Home in Denver took him in 
free — although he was not Jewish — 
and gave him bed, board and hope 
until he died. 
Lindberg was a great American hero 
for executing the act of a damned fool. 
He took a Ryan monoplane and flew 
from Long Island to Paris in 33 hours 
and 30 minutes. It was a million-to-one 
shot and he made it, even though his 
view out front was blocked by extra 
fuel tanks. 
The colonel was a perfectionist. He 
understood engines and airframes, lift 
capacity, fuel and weather. To my 
mind, he never left anything to chance. 
Every strut and buss was examined* 
thoroughly before Lindy lifted himself 
into a plane. He seemed to be daring, 
but he wasn’t. 
Wiley Post, the one-eyed wonder, 
flew around the world and made it look 
easy. Like Merrill, he was unafraid to 
fly through bad weather. He favored 
oversized engines in small planes and 
made but one mistake. He flew Will 
Rogers through an Alaskan fog. 
Somewhere in the bowl of milk’ 
through which they flew, there was a 
granite mountain. Post found it. 
Today, airline pilots are a breed. 
They run down checklists which try 
men’s souls. When they climb out of an 
airport, they report to ground control 
every few thousand feet. No matter 
how high or how far they fly, they are 
monitored by radar control on land 
and Coast Guard vessels at sea. 
Acosta, Lindbergh and Wiley Post 
are dead. I hope to get Dick Merrill to 
write his autobiography so that 
historians will know what it was really 
like in the days when pilots flew by 
following railroad tracks...

Housing M easure

proposed by Sen. William Proxm ire to

Proxm ire, chairman of the Banking, 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Affairs Com­ 
mittee, planned to introduce the bill 
today and said he hoped to have it 
considered promptly. 


It would give qualified home buyers 
a subsidized m ortgage interest rate of 
6 per cent in the first three years of 
ownership. 
The Wisconsin Dem ocrat’s proposal 
com es one day after a government 
report dampened hopes for any early 
recovery in the housing industry. The 
C om m erce 
D epartm en t 
reported 
Wednesday that perm its issued for 
building new homes dropped to an 
annual rate of 661,000 last month, the 
lowest level since records of perm its 


began in 1945. 
The departm en t also said the 
number of new houses actually started 
in January increased for the first time 
in four months to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 987,000, up from 874,000 
in December. However, the January’ 
annual rate for starts remained well 
below the 1.3 million rate for last year 
when the industry was in its worst 
shape since World War II. 
Proxm ire’s program would be ac­ 
tivated when housing starts fall below 
1,750,000 a year and the unemployment 
rate exceeds 6 per cent. With the 
jobless rate currently at 8.2 per cent 
and housing starts below the target 
figure, the program would be in effect 
now if it were enacted. 
Proxm ire said the m easure could 
provide up to 2 million jobs in the 
construction industry. 
The Ford administration already 
has opposed a sim ilar bill under 
consideration in the House Banking 
Committee.

week visit in the United States. 
“I^w is law, and we must obey the 
law,” said the Rev. Dr. A.M. Bychkov, 
general secretary of the Baptist All- 
Union Council of Evangelical Chris­ 
tians, in commenting about the recent 
imprisonment of a leader of so-called 
dissident Baptists. 
In a crowded news conference at 
Manhattan’s Interchurch Center, with 
reporters of the Soviet news agency 
Tass on hand along with about 75 other 
U.S. and foreign news representatives, 
the Soviet churchmen were questioned 
mainly about reported religious 
suppressions in their homeland. 
Russian Orthodox Metropolitan 
Filaret of 
Kiev, 
maintained 
that 
Christians, Jews and nonbelievers 
equally are protected in their practices 
“so long as the laws are not violated." 
He said Jews are free to settle in 
Israel, but their desire to do so 
recently has diminished. 
Concerning the recently imprisoned 
Baptist, Georgi Vins, the metropolitan 
said: "Vins was condemned by the 
court in Kiev, not for his Christian con­ 
victions, as very much written in the 
press, but was condemned for calumny 
against the Soviet reality. He refused 
to obey Soviet laws.” 
Baptist Vins, sentenced last month 
to five years in prison plus five years of 
“internal exile” for “illegal religious 
activity,” is a leader among an esti­ 
mated 100,000 dissident Baptists who 
persist in teaching the faith and 
evangelizing 
others, 
which 
is 
proscribed by Soviet law. 
Pleas in his behalf by religious 
leaders in many countries, including 
the World Council of Churches, were of 
no avail. 
Dr. Bychkov, of the Baptist union 
embracing about 500,000 members, 
said differences with non-participating 
Baptists have existed for IO years and 


“we as leaders are very sorry about 
this division ... We have been trying to 
find reconciliation with the other 
group, with some success. 


“But unfortunately, Vins and his 
followers do not want to unify with us. 
They have followed the slogan that the 
true church must be persecuted." 


The Soviet churchmen, the first to 
visit this country in 12 years, are 
returning a visit made by American 
churchmen to the Soviet Union late 
last summer. The exchange is spon­ 
sored by the National Council of 
Churches, including most major U.S. 
Protestant 
and 
Orthodox 
denominations. 


The Rev. 
Dr. Robert Marshall, 
president of the Lutheran Church in 
America who chaired the news con­ 
ference, said the exchange seeks to 
increase contacts between churches of 
the two countries and deepen "mutual 
understanding." 
The Soviet group took part in a four 
days of theological talks this week at 
Princeton Theological Seminary in 
New Jersey, and next week head to 
Philadelphia and Washington, D.C., 
later visiting IO other U.S. cities.

Holland, a member of the board of 
governors of the Federal Reserve 
Board, said Thursday he believes 
inflation has “bottomed out."

He added that it is “the ending stages 
of the worst peacetime inflation this 
economy has ever seen."

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Home Improvement Bills Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
home improvement industry has a 
three-part legislative program for 1975 
topped by a campaign to repeal the 
mechanics lien law, says Robert R. 
Hyatt, an industry lobbyist. 
Under the mechanics lien law a 
home owner can be made responsible 
for the costs of a subcontractor. 
Repeal, Hyatt said, “ would place the 
burden of paying subcontractors 
where it belongs, on the prime con­ 
tractor.” 
The group also is proposing that 
homeowners be relieved of having to 
pay higher real estate taxes because 
they improve their property, he said. 
A third goal is legislation requiring 
licensing and regulation of home 
improvement contractors “ as a means 
of protecting the home owner from 
unqualified 
and, 
perhaps, 
un­ 


scrupulous persons in the industry.’ 


Chairman James W. Shocknessy 
submitted the Ohio Turnpike Com­ 
mission's 25th anniversary annual 
report with one mild reservation — a 
likeness of Gov.

3 Utilities 
Win Rate 
Boost O K 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Three 
utility companies received approval 
from the Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio Thursday to increase rates 
charged for natural gas. 
Specific changes 
in 
costs 
to 
customers will be determined after the 
firms file new rate schedules with the 
commission. 
The Dayton Power and I jght Co. was 
given permission to hike its charges to 
provide a new rate of return of 5 58 per 
cent. The commission said the current 
rate of return of 3.86 was “insufficient 
compensation for the service provided 
by the company.” 
DP&L supplies natural gas to con­ 
sum ers in 16 west-central Ohio 
counties. 
The Ohio Valley Gas Co. won ap­ 
proval of gas rates to customers in 
Steubenville to raise its rate of return 
from 3.64 per cent to 7.52 per cent, 
providing additional annual gross 
revenues of $311,779. 
The commission granted Columbia 
Gas of Ohio permission to increase 
rates for the unincorporated area of 
Clark County, the villages of Canal 
Winchester and Dublin and the cities of 
Reynoldsburg and Whitehall. 
The new authorized rate of return is 
7.52 per cent. The company had been 
receiving rates of return of 1.65 in 
Clark County, 4.11 in Canal Winches­ 
ter, 4.04 in Dublin, 4.42 in Rey­ 
noldsburg and 3.90 in Whitehall.

No Meat Shipment Accord Yet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
negotiators still have not nailed down 
formal agreem ents from foreign 
countries to hold down meat shipments 
to the U.S. market th’s year although 
nearly two months have gone by since 
the plan was announced by the 
Agriculture Department. 
A source in the department, who 
asked not to be 
identified, said 
Thursday that Australia and New 
Zealand — the largest suppliers — 
have “more or less indicated ac­ 
ceptance” of the so-called voluntary 
curbs but still had not formally agreed 
to them. 
Other sources, 
including gov­ 
ernment and industry officials, said at 
least two and possibly several more 
* ountries other than Australia and 
New 
Zealand have expressed ob­ 
jections to holding down 1975 meat 
shipments. Those reportedly involve 
I^tin American suppliers. 
The agreements involve a decision 
by the Ford administration late last 
year to seek voluntary restraint 
agreements with the 15 supplying 
nations as an alternative to imposing 
stiff country-by-country import re­ 
straints under a 1964 import quota law. 
Under that law, strict quotas are 
provided on imports of fresh, frozen 
and chilled beef, veal mutton and goat 
meat if it is estimated that total im­ 
ports for an entire calendar year ex­ 
ceed a basic alloc ation by IO per cent 
or more. 
The full provisions of the 1964 quota 
law never have been carried out. In the 
past, voluntary curbs similar to those 
now being sought have been used to 
avoid im plem entation of the re­ 
strictions. 
Moreover, beginning in June 1972 the 
quota system was supended entirely so 
that foreign suppliers could ship as 
much meat as they wanted to the U.S. 
market. That was undertaken as an 
attempt to cool off retail meat prices 
which then were going up. 
The quota suspension remained in 
effect through all of 1974, although 
actual imports of the meat — mostly 


low-grade beef used for hamburgers — 
dropped substantially on their own 
because of declining U.S. prices and a 
general beef glut in other markets. 
But President Ford promised last 
fall that he would either impose quotas 
in 1975 or seek voluntary agreements 
from the countries to curb shipments 
so that excessive foreign beef would 
not compete on the U.S. market with 
domestic supplies. 
The idea behind the quotas or the 
restraints is to hold a rein on foreign 
beef at a time when U.S. cattle prices 
are low, as they have been for nearly 
18 months in relation to feed costs. 
When 
USDA 
announced 
the 
restraint-agreement plan last Dec. 31, 
it was estimated that quota-type meat 
imports in 1975 would total 1.15 billion 
pounds, slightly less than countries 
could ship under the law’s formula 
without triggering formal quotas. 
I^ast year, with no curbs, meat 


imports totaled less than 1.06 billion 
pounds, 20 per cent less than in 1973. 
About 97 per cent of it was beef. 
Australia and New Zealand reduced 
shipments to the U.S. market sharply 
last year, along with Mexico, Canada, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, G uatem ala, 
Dominican Republic. Haiti and Belize. 
But a few others, Costa Rica, 
Ireland, El Salvador, Panama and the 
United Kingdom, sent more to the U.S. 
than they did in 1973.

Recession Blamed 
For Child Abuse 


CHICAGO (AP) — An increase in 
child abuse cases across the nation can 
be directly attributed to the nation’s 
recession, says a prominent Chicago 
pediatrician. 


Dr. Rowine Hayes Brown, medical 
director of Cook County (Chicago) 
Hospital, says there 
is a direct 
relationship between child beatings 
and unemployment. 


Speaking Wednesday before the 
American Academy of Forensic 
Medicine, Dr. Brown said, “We’ve 
always had battering husbands, but 
recently the number has risen because 
more men are out of work and at 
home.” 


She said many men are anxious and 
frustrated over matters that normally 
would not bother them. As a result, 
they have a low tolerance for a crying 
or mischievous child. 


Statistics on child abuse are hard to 
find and often misleading, Dr. Brown 
said. Many cases are not reported and 
others are not considered serious 
enough to be called child abuse. 
Dr. Brown is a strong advocate of 
state laws to require the reporting of

definite or possible instances of child 
abuse. Such a law went into effect in 
Illinois in 1965. 
She said that in 1974 nearly 2,000 
child abuse cases were reported in 
Illinois. She estimated that nationwide 
500,000 children are severely injured 
each year as a result of beatings. 
Dr. Brown said the death rate for 
children admitted to hospitals after 
whippings is IO per cent and that the 
majority of deaths are due to skull 
fractures, concussions, burns and 
injuries to internal organs. 
“A normal parent or custodian will 
rush his child for immediate aid; 
however, the abusers, often fearful of 
their own consequences, wait until 
they become truly frightened and until 
they 
have 
concocted their ex­ 
planations,” Dr. Brown says. 
Most states have now adopted 
provisions calling for detailed reports 
of child abuse cases. But Dr. Brown 
said it is difficult to prosecute child 
abusers. Evidence is hard to obtain.

College Subsidies 
Said Falling Short 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P )-T h e 
chancellor of the Board of Regents has 
warned Democratic legislators that 
their proposed budget falls nearly $11.7 
million below the stay-even level for 
general subsidies to Ohio colleges and 
universities. 
Dr. James A. Norton testified for two 
hours Wednesday at the opening of 
budget hearings by the Education 
Section of the House Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Aided by slide projections and 
lengthy printed materials, 
Norton 
covered virtually evers facet of the 
economic life of higher education in 
Ohio during his detailed presentation. 
“Our colleges and universities have 
taken a real beating... because of in­ 
flation during the last two years,” he 
told committee members and a packed 
audience that included presidents of 
most of the state’s major universities. 
However, subcommittee chairman 
Robert W. Jaskulski, D-ll Garfield 
Heights, indicated after the hearing 
that Norton would “probably not" get 
the money he seeks. 
“It was an excellent overview,” 
Jaskulski said. But he added, “The 
priority for higher education is not at 
the same level as primary and 
secondary education.” 
The Board of Regents, which plans 
and rnorHinptnc the operation of Ohio’s 


state-supported institutions, proposed 
last fall a $1.3 billion budget, a 71 per 
cent increase over the current 
allocation. The Democratic bill calls 
for $1,023 billion— about a 30 per cent 
increase. 


Norton said Wednesday the board’s 
request for $809 million for the general 
subsidy marked a “minimum con­ 
tinuation” or stay-even level for “the 
most important part of our budget.” 
“ It is the key," he said of the general 
subsidy for which the Democratic bill 
would provide $797 million. That figure 
would have to mean, Norton said. ”a 
cut in the quality of the programs at 
the present level.” 
On a broader scale, the chancellor 
said the $300 million total gap between 
the two budgets, would mean colleges 
and universities would fall behind the 
inflation 
rate and be 
unable 
to 
significantly improve faculty salaries. 
In addition, Norton said, the in­ 
stitutions would not be able to cut down 
a current 36-1 
statewide student- 
teacher ratio in general studies. 
The university presidents will testify 
before the subcommittee on Monday 
and the Board of Regents is scheduled 
to return next Wednesday. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes is expected to 
submit his budget proposal early next 
month.

Nevada Nixes 
Amendment 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - A 
resolution ratifying the proposed 
Equal Rights Amendment has been 
defeated in the Nevada Legislature for 
the second time, but supporters say 
they will try again. 
The state Senate voted 12 to 8 
Wednesday to reject the proposed 
amendment to ban sex discrimination. 
The state Senate rejected the ERA 16 
to 4 in 1973. 
Sen. Mary Gojack of Reno said after 
the measure’s defeat that she would 
seek ratification during 
the next 
session of the legislature. 
Rate 
Butler, 
coordinator 
of 
Nevadans for ERA, blamed the defeat 
on “a raw power play” by the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
(Mormon), which opposes the ERA. 
So far, 34 states have ratified the 
measure and four more must do so 
before March 1979 if it is to become the 
27th amendment to the U.S. Con­ 
stitution. 
Rejection by the Nevada Senate was 
the third setback for the ERA in as 
many 
days. 
The 
Georgia 
Senate 
defeated ratification on Monday and 
the Utah House rejected ratification on 
Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Most of the 
nation will switch back to daylight 
saving time Sunday, with clocks being 
set forward one hour.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Heinrich 
T. Gusek, who was arrested in 
December and later had a charge of 
carrying a concealed weapon — a 
screwdriver — dismissed, has filed a 
$280,000 damage suit as a result of the 
arrest. 
Gusek of Valley Stream, N.Y., tiled 
the suit Tuesday against two security 
officers of Pinkerton’s, Inc.; Port 
Columbus International Airport, and 
United Airlines in Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court. 
The suit seeks $30,000 in com­ 
pensatory damages for loss of time at 
work, income, extreme humiliation, 
anxiety and mental stress and $250,000 
in punitive damages. 
Gusek, an electronics engineer going 
through Columbus Dec. 5 on business, 
attempted to board a flight for Chicago 
while carrying a screwdriver in his 
back pocket. He removed the tool after 
detection and boarded the plane. 
Irater, he was taken off the plane and 
charged. The charge was dismissed in 
municipal court. 
Gusek spent the night in jail and 
returned to Columbus for a hearing. 
The suit claims his arrest was 
without a warrant and “in the absence 
of probable cause with reckless 
disregard for his rights.” 


Suspension Hits 
Indiana Judge 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The 
Indiana Supreme Court has ordered 
indefinite suspension for former 
Ripley Circuit Court Judge Lendall B. 
Terry. 
The court said Thursday Terry 
violated numerous prohibitions and 
caused a disruption of the judicial 
system in Ripley County.

D UBIJN , Ireland (AP) — Irish 
Foreign Minister Garret Fitzgerald 
says contributions by Irish-Americans 
to the Irish Republican Army have 
dropped since his warnings that every 
dollar contributed for relief in Nor­ 
thern Ireland was helping to kill or to 
maim Irishmen. 
Fitzgerald, who sounded his warning 
in two visits to the United States in the 
past year, said there is a growing 
awareness among Irish-Americans 
that their dollars are being used not 
only to relieve distress among com­ 
patriots in Northern Ireland, but also 
to arm the IRA guerrillas battling the 
British army and the 
Protestant 
majority in Ulster. 
He told The Associated Press in an 
exclusive interview: “ Over the past 12 
months or so contributions have been 
less. The IR A ’s funds for the purchase 
of arms and equipment are less than 
they were. But, of course, the funds 
that come for that purpose are not 
disclosed.” 
The foreign minister said the 
“ murderous campaign” of the IRA to 
unite Protestant-dominated Northern 
Ireland with the mostly Catholic Irish 
Republic has postponed reunification 
indefinitely. 
“ Always in the Protestant com­ 
munity there was an 
underlying 
recognition that ultimately Ireland 
would be united — and a desire to put it 
off for as long as possible for a variety 
of reasons,” he said. “ In the ’60s the 
belief that this would happen became 
increasingly acceptable to a minority 
of Protestants, especially, perhaps, in 
the middle classes rather than in the 
working classes. 
“ But then, of course, the events of 
the last few years and the murderous 
campaign of the IRA, which has cost 
1,100 lives ... has had a profound effect 
in Northern Ireland and certainly the 
date at which any kind of reunion 
would be possible has been post- 
Prison Guard 
N egotiations 
Begin Soon 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
corrections department will begin 
contract negotiations with its 2,800 
prison employes once the new ad­ 
minstration sets up basic guidelines, 
says Albert Bauhof, labor relations 
chief. 
Meanwhile, state employes and 
union members have been offered a 
second 30-day extension of their 
contract that expired Jan. 25, Bauhof 
said. 
“ We have basically asked all 
organizations to give us time to get our 
house in order,” he said. 
The Ohio Civil Service Employes 
Association 
and 
the 
American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes, two of the 
largest unions at the eight state 
facilities, have accepted the contract 
extension, he said. 
The Teamsters Union had not yet 
replied to Wednesday’s offer, but will 
probably agree to the extension, he 
said. 
Earlier Thursday, Herschel M. 
Sigall, director of the Ohio State 
Government Employes, Council 4455, 
said guards at the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility at Lucasville 
would strike if contract negotiations 
were not scheduled by Tuesday. 
Sigall said the department had 
repeatedly refused to establish a 
negotiating schedule and claimed the 
state was challenging “ the very 
existence of our union and others.” 
Thomas P. Daugherty, spokesman 
for OCSEA, the state’s largest public 
employes union, said the union had re­ 
ceived a commitment from Gov. 
James 
A. 
Rhodes 
that 
his 
ad­ 
ministration intends to honor labor 
agreements in effect and negotiate 
new contracts with the unions.

W est Virginia 
Nixes Abortions 


CHARI TESTON, W. Va. (AP) - The 
West Virginia l>egislature has decided 
against updating its anti-abortion law 
to bring it in line with a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision that said states could 
not prohibit abortions except in the last 
three months of pregnancy. 
After more than two and a half hours 
of debate Thursday, the House 
defeated 55-40 a bill that would have 
allowed abortions during the first 24 
weeks of pregnancy. 
The House action came just days 
after the Senate Judiciary Committee 
voted against reporting a similar bill 
out to the floor of that chamber. 
The existing law in West Virginia 
makes it a felony to perform an 
abortion at any stage of pregnancy, 
except to save the mother’s life. 
The Senate scheduled a IO a.m. 
session today and had at amendment 
stage a proposed redistricting bill, 
while the House was to meet at noon. 
At amendment stage in the House is a 
bill requiring the

(A) No. As long as this income could 
not have been anticipated and was of a 
non-recurring nature, it will have no 
Bond Issue 
Cost Doubled 
By Interest 


COLUM BUS, 
Ohio 
(A P )- A 
proposed $2.5 billion bond issue to help 
redevelop Ohio’s inner cities and 
finance other far ranging capital 
improvements throughout the state 
will cost more than twice that amount 
because of interest. 


Walter Chambers, executive vice 
president of the Ohio Co., a Columbus- 
based investment firm, told the House 
Ways and Means Committee Thursday 
that the interest over the proposed 30- 
year life of the bonds would amount to 
$2.8 billion. 


Chambers said interest on the bonds 
was calculated at 54 per cent, based 
on recent bond market experiences 
involving Massachusetts and several 
other states. 


Gov. James A. Rhodes proposes an 
increase in the sales tax of seven- 
tenths of one cent to retire the bonds. 
Chambers said the yield from the 
increase would average $180 million a 
year, and thus would be “ sufficient” to 
pay off principal and interest. 


The committee was hearing the 
proposal—largest of four Rhodes has 
proposed placing on Ohio’s June 3 
primary ballot— at another meeting 
today. Rhodes’ other proposals, in­ 
cluding a gas tax increase to finance a 
$1.6 billion transportation bond issue, 
were left pending until next week in 
other Senate and House committees.

(Q) I was honorably discharged 
from military service recently, and 
wonder if some type of insurance is 
available? 
(A) If you have a service-connected 
disability, you may qualify for Service 
Disabled Veterans Insurance. You 
must apply within one year of date of 
VA notice that service connection is 
granted.

( A) No. VA must pay the designated 
beneficiary of record. Therefore, your 
husband must name you as beneficiary 
if he wants you to receive the death 
benefits on his NSU.
